AUNICIPAL SYSTEMS 
The Toronto Board of Trade has asked the Ontario gov 
ernment to appoint a commission to investigate the various 
forms of municipal government in other countries, the pur 
pose being, no doubt, to get before the public in Toronto some 
material upon Which could be based rational conclusions aS |pitiousness, sick headache, sour stom- 


to what changes could be safely made in the municipal system 
in Ontario, with particular reference to Toronto. 

If the Ontario government ever appoints such a commis: 
sion, and if the commission takes its duties seriously, it will 
find itself involved in a task which will last an ordinary life 
time. The study of civics is one of the most engrossing of 
the age, a whole new series of problems having been brought 
into existence within the past half century. Most of these 
problems are the outgrowth of modern invention and have 
to do with the application of utilities, such as the traction, 
electric telephone, water works, sewers, etc., to urban 
existence. In the handling of them cities are equipped with 
much the same machinery of government as in the days of 
the tallow candle. ‘Each city is allowed to run amuck, without 
reference to other cities. In Alberta, the most advanced of 
the provinces, much has been done by the rural municipalities 
bills and a serious attempt has been made to prevent one city 
poisoning the water which must be the other’s supply, a 
very large improvement, it must be admitted, upon the 
Ontario law which permits the half-million city of Toronto 
to dump ils sewage into the lake from which it takes its water. 
But even in Alberta there is, for instance, no regulation which 
would prevent Regina and Winnipeg depleting Medicine Hat’s 
gas supply, and no enactment which conserves the water 
powers of the Athabasca for Edmonton or the water powers 
of the Bow for Calgary. Nor is there any compulsory system 
of accounting wheih will permit the citizens of one city to 
know at a glance how, relatively, their affairs stand in com- 
parison with another. “ Nor any system which gives the vote 
the same value in any two cities, nor any general enactment 
which guarantees the vote to any class of citizens in any city. 
There is no general requirement for the initiative, referendum 
and recall such as would guaranice the electors of every town 
consistent control of their own affairs, and there is no general 
provision governing borrowing powers which would guar- 
antee investors equal protection in all cases for their loans. 
Upon the whole, the municipal system looks tike the outcome 
of a number of ancient accidents, indiscriminately applied. 

There are countries which have made a much_ larger 
study of the science of municipal government than Canada 
Any 
investigation, by any province, which would get something 
before the public in the form that it could be analyzed and 
understood and could be passed upon for general application 
would be all to the good. 


A PLAN WHICH FULFILLS 
THE BORDEN NECESSITIES

The latest proposal is that the government guarantee 
$43,000,000 worth G. Canadian Northern bonds, the proceeds | 
to be used for the completion of the road from Edmonton | 
to the Coast, for the improvement of the grade along the] 
recently-completed North Shore line, for the betterment of a 
number of eastern lines recently acquired, and for the con- 
struction of certain terminals necessary to the project, all of | 
the money to go directly into construction, the whole expendi: | 
ture to be made under government supervision, and the) 
whole Canadian Northern system to be security for repayment | 
of the bonds. | 

In other words, the government is to arrange for the) 
finances necessary to the completion of the road, to place 
watchinen to see that the money actually gets into the road, 
and to watch the work so as to see that there is actual value 
rendered for the money. Then, if the road pays, MacKenzie 
and Mann may refund the loan out of earnings, and thereby | 
become actual owners of a road built: upon government; 
credit. If it does not pay, the government, to realize upon its 
security, must take Over the road. 

This looks like the arrangement which would suit the! 
recessities of the Borden government at the present time. 
What they require is some hokus pokus which appears to place 
the road in escrow, so that Borden can proceed to make the 


loan upon the allegation that the public interest is fully pro- 
tected.

| TODAY 1N DOMINION 
| HISTORY 


The last war between the United 
States and Creat Britain, which was 
so largely fought on Canadian soll and 


along the border, was to a great ex- 
tent the creation of two fiery and 
eloquent southerners, John Caldwell 
Calhourn, of South Carolina, and 
Henry Clay, of Kentucky. Calhoun, 
who was born in South Carolina 182 
years ago today, must go down in his- 
tory as the chief formentor of that 
bloody conflict. James Madison, at 
that period the President of the United 
States, was personally opposed to a 
war, and so were a majority of the 
great statesmen of that era. The great 
musses of the people of the United 
States, too, had no desire for another 
struegle with the mother country, The 
infant republic was just “getting on 
its legs’ and the citizens were anxious 
for peace and the prosperity that goes 
with it, vet Calhoun, by his fiery zeal 
and his harping on the strings of 
“national honor,” so inflamed his col- 
leagues in congress that they disre- 
garded the wishes of both President 
and people, and declared war. Josiah 
Quincey, of Massachusetts, and John 
Randolph, of Roanoke, led the op- 
ponents of war on the floor of the 
house, but they lacked the oratorical 
ability and personal magnetism of Cal- 
houn and Clay, who were all for war, 
although both were careful that others 
should do the fighting. When Cal- 
houn first entered congress the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
England were very strained, and the 
young legislator devoted his whole 
energy to the advancement of the de- 
mands of that section of the dominant 
party whose object it was to drive the 
reluctant administration toward war. 
He succeeded, and, as a member of 
the committee on foreign relations, re- 
ported the bill for declaring war, 
which was passed in June, 1812, Even 
after the declaration John Jay, Rufus 
King, Gpuvencur Morris, -J,. Quinty 
and othgt leaders sought to stop the 
impending struggle, and In Canada the 
governor-geenral, George Prevost, had 
instrvetions to take things easy on the 


chance that a peace might be patched,

Birthday of the Omnibus, 
The Vehicle of Democracy. 

“Here y’are, gents! Right this way! 
‘Bus to the Grand International Hotel! 
Hi, this is the right ‘bus! = Jimpson 
House, gen'l'men! All abo'd!” 

One ‘bus is yellow, the other green. 
The “drummers” who haye debouched 
from the train at the country town 
express thelr preferences by climbing 
into one or the other of the rival vehi- 
cles. The drivers crack their whips, the 
loud-voiced hotel “runners” jump onto 
the steps behind,—the enyled heroes of 
the small boys who have assembled at 
the dee-po to see the train go by 
and the ‘buses are off {n clouds of dust 
or dragging slowly through mires of 
mud, 

Several times a day this scene may 
be witnegsed in almost any country 
village between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, The horse-drawn omnibus, al- 
though long since vanished from the 
streets of most large cities, still has its 
uses, In the great centers of popula- 
tion the motor-omnibus has supplant- 
ed the horse-drawn velicie, und carries 
on a profitable competition with tram 
and trolley, “tube” and elevated 


Today Is the birthday of the omni- 
bus, for It was on March 18, 1662, just 
252 yearseago today, that the first 
omnibus line in the history of the 


world was started in Paris, The date is 
historic, and deserves to be marked by 
special celebrations for the omnibus 
was one of the first expressions of that 
spirit of liberty, fraternity and equality 
that was to result in the evolution and 
the Republique, 

The omnibus, like later 
veyances, may have been a common 
carrier of disease germs, but it also 
lcarried within it the corms of demo- 
eracy. ‘he very name was. signifi- 
cant, for omnibus fs from the Latin and 
means “For,all.” 

In the seventeenth century in Paris 
there were many carraiges for hire, but 
they were beyond the reach of the poor. 
So a company of benevoleht gentlemen, 
With three nobles at ‘their head, secured 
from Louis X1V, a@harter to operate a 
line of public vehicles, Under the char- 
iter each omnibus was to have a capa- 
city of not less than elght people, and 
to run from fixed points in the outskirts 
of the city through certain streets at 
scheduled hours, “for the benefit of a 
great nuinber of persons ill provided 
for, as persons engaged in lawsuits, in- 
firm people, and others, who have not 
the means to ride in chaise or carriage, 
which cannot be hired under a pistole, 
or a couple of crowns a day.” 

The fare on the pioneer omnibus line 
was five cents. . Seven coaches were 
built and put into service on the morn- 
ing of March 18, 1662, elaborate cere- 
monies marking the inaugural, All 
Paris was curious about the new vehi- 
cles, and soon the wealthy and fashion- 
able people began to ride in them, They 
‘demanded greater exclusiveness, and 
| manual laborers, domestic servants and 
private soldiers were forbidden to ride 
jin the public vehicies. The coaches 
'which were intended to be “for all” be- 
lcame to the masses but symbols of op- 
pression, and stones were showered 
upon them, so that troops had to ac- 
lcompany and guard hem. Soon the 
foranibus fad among the rich died out, 
}and the ploneer omnibus company ceas- 
ed operation, 

In London, where the omnibus has 
won and held its greatest popularity, 
the first vehicle of this kind was oper- 
ated In 1829 by a coach-proprietor 
named Shillibeer, Half a century later 
there were over a thousand sucn 
}coaches used in London, and the motor- 
omnibus is now the favorite means of 
ithe average Londoner for getting from 
where he js to where he isn't. The

DAY TO CALGARY 
OVER G.T.P. SYSTEM 


When tho summer time card comes 
into effect on the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic about June 1 next, Edmonton will 
most important 
points on the whole Grand Trunk sys- 
tem,-according to forecasts give out 
by officials, 

W. J. Quinlan , district passenger 
agent at Winnipeg, passed through the 
city yesterday on his way éast from 
Calgary, to where he accompanied 
other traffic officials who are taking 
a trip to the coast. 

He confirmed the rumor that the 
line between here and Calgary would 
be among those to have first class 
trains when the new time table comes 
into effect. A report in a Calgary 
paper stated that a daily service would 
jbe put on to that city, instead of the 
daily-except-Sunday and tri-weekly 
trains which operate now between the 
two cities. 

While no details are so far arranged, 
it-seems, however, that the G.T,P. will 
do even better and that a double daily 
service wil Ibe put on, that is, two 
trains a day each way. These will run 
between Edmonton and Calgary, north- 
bound trains connecting at Tofield with 
the main line trains going east and 
southbound trains with the main line 
trains going west, so that Calgary will 
have double daily connection with Sas- 
katoon, Winnipeg and the east, as well 
as with Edmonton. 

Two trains will, of course, also run 
dally on the main ine between here and 
Winnipeg and also two west, pro- 
bably as far as Prince George. Before 
that it is expected that the road all the 
way to Prince Rupert will have been 
finished and put into shape for traffic, 
and while it may not be fit for fast 
passenger trains at first, it is certain 
that some kind of passenger: service 
will be Inaugurated right through to the 
coast, 


To Renew Tariff Pool.

KRAFCHENKO-PLEADS 
NOT GUILTY WHEN 
TAKEN TO COURT 


Morden, Ma., March 18.—The trial of 
John Krafchenko for the murder of H. 
M. Arnold, manager of the Bank of 
Montreal at Plum Coulee opened today 
in the court house here. Krafchenko 
was arraigned at noon before Chief 
Justice Mathers. The arraignment 
read, Krafchenko pleaded not guilty 
and the court adjourned to_reconvene 
in the afternoon, Today's arraignment 
is for the Arnold murder, and follow- 
ing his trial on this count he will be 
arraigned for his escape from the Win- 
nipeg jail. Today's proceedings will 
be mostly a matter of form. Following 
the arraignments of the prisoner, J. D. 
Suffield, his counsel, moved for an ad- 
journment on thé ground that the case 
had received so much publicity that it 
was almost impossible to secure an 
unprejudiced jury. The court refused 
Mr. Suffield’s plea. Later in the after- 
noon the Winnipeg photographer who 
took the officlal photographs of scenes 
in Plum Coulee, which will be referred 
to in evidence, will be called to iden- 
tify them, and will be followed by the 
surveyor who drew the plans showing 
the route taken by the slayer of H. M. 
Arnold. Beyond this W. H. Hastings, 
crown prosecutor, and J. D, Suffield, 
counsel for the defendant, do not ex- 
pect to proceed today. 

Krafchenko entered the court with 
his customary composure, looking a 
little pale as he took his place in the 
dock. Before he was .arraigned, Mr. 
Suffield requested a further adjourn- 
ment in order that he might prepare 
the materifal for his motion. It would 
consist, he said, of affidavits declar- 
ing that in the opinion of the de- 
Ponents a fair trial could not be ob- 
tained at once in the present state of 
public opinion. 

W. H. Hastings, crown prosecutor, 
objected to the requested adjgurnment. 
Mr. Suffield had shown him the mater- 
ial on which he would base his motion. 
With the exception of a copy of a Win- 
nipeg newspaper for March 7 it con- 
tained nothing that was not Included 
in the motion for adjournment, which 
had already been made and refused. 

His lerdship granted an opportunity 
for arguing the motion in chambers at 
one p.m., but said that unless it con- 
tained material of much greater weight 
than the former motion he did not 
think it would meet with much suc- 
cess, The prisoner was then arraigned 
on the charges of stealing $4,749 from 
H, M. Arnold, manager of the Bank 
of Montreal at Plum Coulee on De- 
cember 38, 19138, also of the murder of 
Hi. M. Arnold. When the indictments 
were read, Krafchenko faced the bench 
unflinchingly and in a clear, distinct 
voice replied “‘Not guilty.” Court+then 
adjourned until two o'clock, 

Krafchenko Leaves Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, March 18.—Securely hand- 
cuffed, and closely guarded by Jake 
Handel, chief warden of the provin- 
cial jail, and Chief Elliett of the pro- 
vincial police, Jack Krafchenko was 
taken this morning in a closed carriage 
from the provincial jail to the C.P.R. 
Station. He and his guards then en- 
tered the baggage car of the Morden 
train, for the trip to Morden where 
Krafchenko goes on trial this after- 
noon charged with murder and robbery. 
Chief Justice Mathers, the counsel, and 
others enguged in the case left on the 
same train, 

Percy Hagel went into the witness 
box this morning for the case of the 
defence in the charges against himself 
and John Westlake, of alleged com- 
plicity in the escape from custody of 
Jack Krafchenko, Hagel denied abso- 
lutely that he had had anything what- 
ever to dv with Krafchenko's escape, 
and declared that the story told by 
John H. Buxton was untrue, Hagel is 
being cross-examined by the Crown 
Prosecutor this afternoon, It is un- 
derstood that Westlake will aiso take 
the stand in his own defence,
